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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment dated 06/05/07, amends claim 1 by inserting the phrase " displaying said mechanical axis on 
an output device without reference to an image of said femur acquired pre-operatively or intra-operatively using a medical imaging 
device". Such amendment to the claims raise the issue of new matter. Independent claims 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The original disclosure fails to specify that the displayed mechanical axis is without 
reference to an image acquired pre-operatively or intra-operatively. Therefore, these limitations are considered to be new matter. Nowhere 
in paragraphs 0025-0026 of the specifications discloses that the output device displays said mechanical axis without reference to an 
image of said femur acquired pre-operatively or intra-operatively as alleged by the applicant on the remarks for the claims in question. 
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
